Dr. Adler Stresses 


Four Questions In 
Recent Lecture 


Dr. Mortimer J. Adler, noted lec- 
turer and educator, made a return 
visit to Sacramento State College 
last Thursday, speaking before a 
large audience in the Junior Col- 
lege auditorium. The affair was 
sponsored by the Newman Club. 

Dr. Adier, 
year on the subject of liberal edu- 
cation, introduced Thursday the 
topic of “Character and Intelli- 
gence: The Problems of Morals and 
Mind.” According to Dr. Adler the 
subject is divided into four main | 
questions, for which he provided 
the answers. 

Is the distinction between mind 
and character justified? Dr. Ad- 


ler stated that we are dealing with | 


the “Whole Man” and no one phase 
of his education should be stressed 
to the detriment of another. There 
are distinct parts that make up the 
“Whole Man,” and you can train 
one part to be good, but the other 
may be unsound morally or intel- 
lectually. 

Which is the more important 
end? The development of good 
moral conduct and character is 
more important than a well de- 
veloped mind. 

How are these two good things 
acquired? Adler, proclaimed they 
are acquired by the practice of vir- 
tue. Virtue, he stated, is a good 
habit. Habits may be formed only 
by doing, and in this way may be- 
come second nature. 

What is the place of moral train- 
ing in the school? Morals should 
be taught in the school, but only 
in an indirect fashion. They can- 
not be delivered in lecture form in 
a classroom, but only by the indi- 
vidual student’s participation in 
the school community itself. 

The school must demand that 
their students be good students, 
thereby conforming they will nat- 
uraliy form a sound moral char- 
acter. Dr. Adler added that to be 
a good student, one must possess 
the virtues of courage, to suffer 
for the present to achieve some far 
goal, temperance, to have a sus- 
tained will to avoid the material 
pleasures and temptations of the 
present, and justice, to do our work 
and not to place heavy and unjust 
burdens upon others.
